WASHINGTON I A major American Muslim 
charity and seven of its senior officers were 
charged Tuesday with illegally funneling mil- 
lions of dollars to support Hamas, a Palestinian 
organization blamed for dozens of deadly sui- 
cide bomber attacks in Israel. 

A 42-count grand jury indictment unsealed 
in Dallas alleges the Holy Land Foundation for 
Relief and Development used its tax-exempt 
status to masquerade as a legitimate charity 
while most of its money was going to individu- 
als and organizations linked to Hamas. 

Holy Land specifically targeted for 


assistance orphans and families whose rel- 
atives had been killed or jailed as a result of 
Hamas’ campaign of violence against Israel, 
the indictment said. Hamas is on the State 
Department’s list of foreign terrorist organi- 
zations and is described as using violence to 
try to create an Islamic Palestinian state. 

“The defendants effectively rewarded past, 
and encouraged future, suicide bombings 
and terrorist activities on behalf of Hamas,” 
Attorney General John Ashcroft said. 

Ashcroft said Holy Land and its members 
had illegally sent overseas about $12.4 million 


since 1995 to support Hamas. The charity’s 
assets were frozen by the U.S. government in 
December 2001. In Damascus, Syria, a Hamas 
official denied a connection 
to Holy Land. 

The charges include pro- 
viding material support to 
a foreign terrorist organi- 
zation, conspiracy, money 
laundering and filing false 
tax returns. Five of the 
defendants were arrested. 
Two are not in the United States and are being 
pursued as fugitives. All face lengthy prison 
sentences if convicted, curtanderson(ap)

Prosecutor alleges 
star imprisoned child 
and his family at ranch 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I Michael 
Jackson imprisoned a child and 
his family at his ranch and forced 
them to make a videotape absolv- 
ing him of molestation claims after 
a television documentary linked the 
pop star to an obsession with young 
boys, a prosecutor said Tuesday. 

In a documen- 
tary broadcast in 
February 2003, 

Jackson defended 
his habit of letting 
children sleep in his 
bed as “sweet” and 
non-sexual. Jackson 
was shown holding hands with the 
boy who is now his accuser. 

Later in February, his lawyers 
made their own videotape of the 
boy and his mother. 

Auchincloss said Tuesday that 
the family had become virtual pris- 
oners, forbidden to leave Neverland 
Ranch, and were forced by Jackson 
to make the tape. He said the fam- 
ily escaped once but was “cajoled 
back.” He did not elaborate. 

Defense attorney Thomas 
Mesereau Jr. derided the entire 
prosecution case as “absurd on its 
face” and demanded dismissal of

Crew that sent eraft 
to space shares launch 
plans for competition 

SANTA MONICA, CALIF. | The 
SpaceShipOne craft that cracked 
the commercial space flight barrier 
will be launched in September in a 
bid to win the $10 million Ansari X 
Prize, pioneering aviation designer 
Burt Rutan announced Tuesday. 

The prize is being offered for the 
first privately developed, three-seat 
spacecraft to soar beyond an alti- 
tude of 62 miles and repeat the feat 
within two weeks. 

A total of 26 teams in seven 
countries are developing space- 
craft to compete for the X Prize, 
which is sponsored by the private- 
ly funded X Prize Foundation in 
St. Louis. 

SpaceShipOne flew to that alti-

tude in a test flight last month from 
Mojave, Calif, after being carried 
to its launch altitude of 50,000 
feet under the belly of a Rutan - 
designed airplane, the jet-pow- 
ered White Knight. 


Rutan said he plans a qualifying 
launch on Sept. 29 followed by the 
second flight as early as Oct. 4. 

At a news conference, Rutan said 
he plans to be capable of making 
three flights within the two -week 
period in case one flight fails to 
reach the required altitude. 

The pilot has not been select- 
ed. Rutan said the first flight will 
carry only the pilot, but he did not 
rule out passengers for the subse- 
quent attempt. 

The SpaceShipOne proj- 
ect is bankrolled by billionaire 
Microsoft CO -founder Paul Allen, 
who is spending more than $20 
million. 

The three-seat requirement 
demonstrates the capacity for 
paying customers; the quick turn- 
around between flights demon- 
strates reusability and reliability.

Harvard Divinity Returns $2.5M Gift

said it will return a gift of $2.5 
million from the president of the 
United Arab Emirates after the 
donor, criticized for possible links 
to anti-Semitism, asked for his 
money back.

Hindus, Muslims Riot 
In Violence-Prone Gujarat 

Rival mobs of Hindus and Muslims 
defied a curfew Tuesday, burning 
shops and vehicles in a second day 
of violence that has killed two in 
Veraval in western India’s Gujarat 
state. Despite the deployment of 
thousands of police and orders for 
residents to remain indoors, mobs 
burned at least 18 shops and 13 vehi- 
cles, Deputy Inspector General of 
Police T.S. Bist said.

Official Says 3 Million Fewer

extreme poverty since Argentina’s 
devastating economic crisis in 
2002, falling to 5.4 million from 
8.5 million in October 2002. The 
Argentine economy exploded into 
street riots and political upheaval 
in December 2001, followed by a 
record debt default and a searing 
devaluation of the peso, (ap) 

SOUTH KOREA 

Largest Group of Defectors 
From North Arrives in Seoul 

About 200 North Korean defectors, 
the largest group ever to reach South 
Korea, arrived in Seoul on Tuesday, 
according to South Korea’s Yonhap 
news agency. The defectors arrived 
from an unidentified Asian country 
on a plane chartered by the South 
Korean government, Yonhap said. 
South Korean officials declined to

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I The Pales- 
tinians resolved a 10 -day political 
crisis when the prime minister with- 
drew his resignation Tuesday. 

Prime Minister Ahmed Qureia 
submitted his resignation to Pales- 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat 10 days 
ago, complaining that he lacked the 
power to deal with unrest in Gaza or 
to move against corruption within 
the Palestinian Authority. 

Arafat and Qureia embraced 
after emerging from a Cabinet 
meeting in which the Palestinian 
leader promised to let Cabinet min- 
isters do their jobs. The reconcilia- 


tion was meant to calm days of pro- 
tests, kidnappings and the seizure 
or sacking of police stations and 
Palestinian Authority buildings, 
mainly in the Gaza Strip. 

But there was no certainty that 
Arafat will give up his strangle- 
hold over the security forces or 
that Palestinians will see any ben- 
efit in their daily lives 

The promises Arafat made to 
defuse the crisis were vague, and 
influential Palestinians said they 
were waiting to see real changes in 
the way power is wielded. 

Qureia tried to dispel skepticism 
that his differences with Arafat were 
merely papered over. “There will 
be actions on the ground,” he said. 
“This is a new step toward reform 
and imposing the rule of law.” (ap)

Iraq Prepares for 
National Forum 


Conference s delegates 
to create assembly that 
will work on elections 

BAGHDAD I Iraq announced that a 
national conference for 1,000 del- 
egates to choose an interim assem- 
bly would begin Saturday — a vital 
step toward democracy in a nation 
struggling to deal with a persistent 
campaign of kidnappings and other 
violence. 

Coalition troops and interior 
ministry forces will assist author- 
ities in protecting the three -day 
event. As a reminder of the type of 
dangers they face, a mortar barrage 
pounded a neighborhood near the 
enclave holding the U.S. Embassy 
and Iraqi government offices hours 
before Tuesday’s announcement, 
killing an Iraqi garbage collector 
and wounding 14 U.S. soldiers. 

The conference, stipulated under 
a law enacted by the former U.S. 


occupation authority, was to have 
been concluded by the end of July, 
but it was delayed because prepara- 
tions were behind schedule, confer- 
ence chair Fuad Masoum said. 

“There was an idea put forward 
by the United Nations to delay the 
conference because of a lack of prep- 
aration, from technical and other 
perspectives,” Masoum said. “We 
don’t want to go ahead without 
the U.N.” 

However, the United Nations 
wanted a much longer delay, which 
organizers vetoed. 

The conference is beset with 
difficulties, with some local lead- 
ers unable to agree on delegates 
and some important factions 
threatening to boycott. The gath- 
ering will help create an interim 
assembly intended to help prepare 
for elections next year that many 
hope will bring order to a country 
wracked by a persistent insurgency.

U.S. Releases 4 French Gitmo Detainees 


PARIS I Four French detainees held 
by U.S. authorities for more than 
two years at Guantanamo Bay 
returned home Tuesday — the first 
French nationals to be released from 
the U.S. base in Cuba— and negotia- 
tions were under way for the trans- 
fer of three others. 

The four suspects arrived by 
plane at a military base in Nor- 
mandy and were taken by bus to 
Paris to appear before counterintel- 


ligence agents and an anti-terrorism 
judge. The men were apprehended 
in the U.S. campaign that toppled 
Afghanistan’s Taliban regime. 

President Jacques Chirac said 
the handover was the “result of long 
efforts” between Washington and 
Paris. Under French law, the four 
men can be held for questioning for 
up to 96 hours. They may be then 
be placed under investigation for 
criminal association with a ter- 


rorist enterprise, officials said. 
The suspects have made no public 
comments. 

After months of criticism for 
holding suspects at Guantanamo 
without charge, the United States has 
been gradually releasing detainees. 
With the release of the four French 
suspects, 129 prisoners have been 
freed and 22 have been transferred 
to the control of other governments, 
the Pentagon said, (ap)

Iranians

Country again builds 
disputed centrifuges 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I In a show of defi- 
ance against international efforts to 
monitor its nuclear program, Iran 
is once again building centrifuges 
that can be used to make atomic 
arms, diplomats said Tuesday. 

Iran has not restarted enrich- 
ing uranium with the centrifuges 
— a step that would raise further 
alarm. But the resumption of cen- 
trifuge construction is likely to push 
European nations, which have been 
seeking a negotiated resolution, 
closer to the United States’ more 
confrontational stance. 

In a deal reached with Britain, 
France and Germany last year, 
Iran agreed to stop enriching ura- 
nium and stop making centrifuges. 
But the moratorium ended several 
weeks ago, when Tehran — angry 
over international perusal of its 
nuclear program — broke seals 
placed on enrichment equipment 
by the International Atomic Energy 
Agency, the diplomats said on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

Tehran notified the IAEA of its 
decision to break the seals, one dip- 
lomat said. GEORGE JAHN (AP) 


KHARTOUM, SUDAN | The Sudanese 
government warned Tuesday that it 
would retaliate against any foreign 
troops sent to stem violence in the 
country’s western Darfur region. 

The Sudanese Cabinet, in an 
extraordinary meeting chaired by 
Vice President Ali Osman Moham- 
med Taha, said the country could 
solve its own problems. “The gov- 
ernment expressed its absolute 
denunciation of the deployment 
of [foreign] troops in Darfur,” the 
Cabinet said in a statement. 

Foreign Minister Mustafa Osman 
Ismail, visiting Turkey, also warned 
against any intervention. “We are 
not looking for confrontation,” Ismail 
told reporters. But “if we are being 
attacked, definitely we are not going 
to sit silent. We will retaliate.”

Bill Regulates Cable-Modem Repair 


Montgomery offers proteetion to eustomers 


ROCKVILLE, MD. | Consumers in 
Montgomery County gained what 
might be described as a ‘bill of 
rights’ defining customer service 
standards for cable-modem ser- 
vice. Members of the Montgomery 
County Council approved regula- 
tions Tuesday aimed at address- 
ing common gripes officials have 
received from constituents over the 
past two years. 

Of 1,342 complaints received 


by the county’s Office of Cable 
and Communication Services, near- 
ly a quarter were related to cable 
modems. It ranked second only to 
billing issues, which accounted for 
45 percent of the calls. 

For inside repairs, the new regu- 
lations require technicians to keep 
appointments within four hours of a 
time agreed to by the customer and 
a company representative. 

The bill, which passed by a vote 


of 6-3, also requires cable modem 
providers to complete repairs on 
equipment outside of a subscriber’s 
home or business within 36 hours of 
the complaint being reported. 

Customers are allowed to seek 
rebates for service outages extend- 
ing more than 24 hours after a 
scheduled repair appointment. 

“That will provide protections to 
cable modem customers similar to 
those available to cable TV subscrib- 
ers,” said County Executive Douglas 
M. Duncan, derrill holly (ap)

Verizon Buoys Wall Street 


Telecom giants results propel Dow above 10,000 


NEW YORK I Wall Street barreled 
out of its slump Tuesday, soaring 
in response to a solid consumer 
confidence reading and a strong 
earnings outlook from Verizon. 
The Dow Jones industrials gained 
more than 120 points, springing 
back above 10,000. 

Verizon’s bullish second- quar- 
ter earnings and positive outlook 
were a much needed boost to a 
market that has sagged for four 
weeks on concerns over stalled 
economic growth and a series of 
second-half profit warnings. A 25 
percent surge in the sale of wire- 
less services helped boost second- 


quarter profit five times higher at 
Verizon, the nation’s largest tele- 
com company. The results beat Wall 
Street’s expectations. 

Investors were also cheered by a 
surge in consumer confidence. The 
Conference Board’s consumer con- 
fidence index rose to 106.1 in July, 
the highest level since June 2002 
and up from last month’s revised 
reading of 102. 8. 

“It looks to me like the stock 
market is trying to reverse this 
downward trend we’ve been in,” 
said Brian Bush, director of equi- 
ty research at Stephens Inc. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 


age was up 123.22, or 1.2 percent, 
at 10,085.14, closing above the 
10,000 mark for the first time 
since Thursday. It was the Dow’s 
best one -day gain since June 7- 
Still, despite analysts’ upbeat 
assessment, the market remained 
tentative, and Tuesday’s advance 
could evaporate in profit-tak- 
ing if the next big batch of earn- 
ings reports on Wednesday and 
Thursday disappoint the market. 
Among the companies reporting 
Wednesday are Boeing Co., Sony 
Corp. and Time Warner Inc; on 
Thursday, Exxon Mobil Corp., 
Bristol-Myers Squibb and Gillette 
Co. are scheduled to release their

BOSTON I Democrats assailed 
President Bush’s handling of the 
Iraq war Tuesday night and painted 
a vivid portrait of John Kerry as a 
decorated war hero. “He earned his 
medals the old-fashioned way, by 
putting his life on the line,” Teresa 
Heinz Kerry told the party’s nation- 
al convention. 

More than 900 soldiers have 
been killed and nearly 6,000 
wounded in “this misguided war” 
in Iraq, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
of Massachusetts told delegates 
packed into the FleetCenter. 

“The administration has alienat- 
ed longtime allies. Instead of mak- 
ing America more secure, they have 
made us less so,” Kennedy said. 

Helicopters buzzed overhead 
and hundreds of armed security 
personnel were on guard as 4,354 
Democratic delegates and hundreds 
of alternatives filed into the hall.

BOSTON I John Edwards and his 
wife Elizabeth visited the grave of 
their son Wade on Tuesday before 
leaving Raleigh, N.C., to fly to 
Boston to accept the Democratic 
vice presidential nomination. 

Edwards said the acceptance 
speech he will give Wednesday 
night is essentially finished. He told 
reporters he awoke at 4 a.m. and 
practiced it for several hours while 
his wife slept. She will give her own 
convention speech introducing him. 

“I think anybody listening to 
this speech will think it’s positive,” 
Edwards told reporters aboard his 
campaign plane. 

The couple was nearly an hour 
late for their scheduled departure 
from Raleigh. 

“We went to the cemetery,” 
Edwards said when asked about 


the delay. Aides said the visit was 
to the grave of son Wade, killed at 
age 16 in a 1996 jeep accident. 

Recalling the path that took 
him from campaigning for the 
presidency in peo- 
ples’ living rooms 
in Iowa a year ago 
to being nominated 
for vice president 
at the Democratic

Edwards said, “I think the impor- 
tant thing for me is to talk to the 
people tomorrow night the same 
way I did to those people in living 
rooms in Iowa.”

Redskins Bring Taylor Into the Fold 


Teams top draft pick 
signs 7-year contract 
after unusual offseason 

PRO FOOTBALL I Sean Taylor ’s path 
from draft day to signing day was 
anything but orthodox, so it’s not 
surprising he’d rather just not talk 
about it. 

After a series of adventures 
involving agents, a $25,000 fine, 
baggy shorts and misfired shaving 
gel, the No. 5 overall draft pick final- 
ly settled in Tuesday with a seven- 
year, $18 million contract from the 
Washington Redskins. 

He became highest draft pick to 
sign so far this season, even though 
he fired his agent shortly after the 
draft and didn’t hire new ones until 
last week. 

The details of the contract were 
confirmed by a Redskins official and 
a party involved in the negotiations, 
who both spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity. The sources said Taylor will 
receive a $7.2 million signing bonus, 
and that the total bonus money in the 
deal — including option and roster 
bonuses — exceeds $13 million. 

The contract also has escalators 
that can make the deal worth up to 
$40 million over six years, while 
the seventh year can be voided.

In June, Taylor left the NFL’s 
mandatory rookie symposium in 
June for a day, which resulted in a 
$25,000 fine. 

He also had an inauspicious debut 
at his first spring minicamp, wearing 
his shorts so baggy they kept falling 
to his knees. An unflattering photo 
of him appeared in the Washington 
Post the next day, giving his team- 
mates easy hazing fodder. 

He was then the victim of a 
prank gone wrong at a later mini- 
camp, when his vision was impaired 
by a pile of shaving gel squirted 
into his face by linebacker LaVar 
Arrington. Taylor was whisked away 
for treatment and had to miss prac- 
tice the next day. 

“It’s a transition,” Taylor said 
of his eventful spring and sum- 
mer. “And it’s bumps and bruises 
through that transition, and it’s 
how well you shake those things

No Ending in Sight for 
Outdoor Life Network 


TELEVISION! After riding in Lance 
Armstrong’s slipstream to record 
ratings, the Outdoor Life Network 
was left trying to explain how it 
could miss the six-time champion 
crossing the finish line at the Tour 
de France. 

The foul-up was a disappointing 
end to an event that essentially put 
OLN on the map for many television 
viewers, the network’s CEO Gavin 
Harvey said Tuesday. 

For its Tour de France cover- 
age, OLN pictures were provided 
by Societe Francaise de Production, 
the French production company in 
charge of sending a video feed to 
stations around the world. OLN also 
had 10 cameras of its own. 


OLN’s request to have a camera 
following the American champion 
full-time on the final day was denied 
for security reasons, Harvey said. 

An OLN camera was perched at 
the finish line, but the production 
team was unable to provide live pic- 
tures. Instead, the cameraman had 
to rush his pictures to a production 
site and the race’s ultimate moment 
didn’t make it on the air until 25 min- 
utes after Armstrong’s finish. 

The sting of the delayed fin- 
ish was lessened somewhat when 
OLN executives learned Tuesday 
that Sunday’s conclusion pro- 
vided the nine -year- old network 
with its highest ratings ever.

$1 million-plus paycheck. 

But entrenched ways of doing 
business in Hollywood are rais- 
ing costs. With surging demand, 
agents are ratcheting up prices for 
their clients. 

When Fox approached Nicole 


Richie about a second season of 
“The Simple Life,” she said she 
had her agents “ask for everything 
I could think of.” At least Richie can 
argue she’s a bona fide star. “The 
Simple Life 2,” in which she co- 
stars with Paris Hilton, has been 
Fox’s No. 1 summer program in the 
18 -to -49 demographic. 

Even participants in less popular 
shows are turning into prima don- 
nas. This summer, Bravo launched 
“Blow Out,” about Jonathan Antin, 
a Beverly Hills hairstylist. While 
not a runaway hit, it notched solid 
ratings. Antin is now angling for 
another season, but not without 
“more money, full creative con- 
trol and an executive producer 
title,” he says. Informed of his 
requirements, a Bravo spokes-

VIDEOGAMESI Yes, yes, we’ve heard 
it before, Uncle Ben — with great 
power conies great responsibil- 
ity. 

But the thing that makes the 
new Activision video game “Spider- 
Man 2” so addicting is the freedom 
it gives you, as Peter Parker’s web- 
slinging alter-ego, to just goof off 
around New York City. 

Those who loved the hit movie 
will be happy to test themselves 


in the action sequences against 
Doctor Octopus — battling him 
in the bank, pummeling him on a 
runaway subway train and finally 
grappling with his tentacles in a 
secret river hide-out. 

The game features some of the 
stars of the film as voices: Tobey 
Maguire as our hero, Alfred Molina 
as Doc Ock and Kirsten Dunst as 
love interest Mary- Jane (although 
the odd-looking digital version of 


her is one of the game’s few mis- 
steps). 

But the “Spider-Man 2” game 
takes the story even further than 
the film, with scores of alternate 
missions in between the movie’s 
story points: timed races, civil- 
ian rescues, feats of strength and 
bad guys to conquer, from regu- 
lar street thugs to costumed super- 
villains. Every now and then, you 
can even help a little kid recover 
a lost balloon. 

But you don’t have to do any- 
thing. Want to climb the Empire 
State building? Take a swing down 



Spidey hits New York City, saves a 
couple of lives and takes in a musical. 


Broadway? You can even pay your 
respects at Ground Zero. New York 
is rendered in exquisite detail, and 
so are its New Yorkers. 

The game shares many of the 
same qualities that made “Grand 
Theft Auto III” a hit (with none 
of the graphic violence of that 
game.) The freedom to roam, to 
choose which adventure comes 
next, and the ability to swing, 
jump, climb and fall to any point 
high or low is what sets Activision’s 
“Spider-Man 2” apart from 
other superhero games,

The Aveo feels and 
looks cheap. But for 
$10,000, who cares? 

ROAD TEST I It’s the second smallest 
new car on the market, longer than 
a pint-sized Mini Cooper by just 10 
inches. But Chevrolet’s 2004 Aveo 
five- door hatchback looms large for 
budget- strapped buyers. 

Starting manufacturer’s sug- 
gested retail price, including des- 
tination charge, is $9,995, which 
makes the Aveo the lowest-priced 
new car available. 

From bumper to bumper, the 
five- door hatchback, which was 
the test car, is just 12.7 feet long, 
which isn’t even two -thirds the 
length of a Dodge Ram Quad Cab 
pickup truck. 



The 103 -horsepower, 1.6-liter, 
double overhead cam four cylinder 
that’s in both hatchback and sedan 
starts the car off from a stop with 
zip. But the vehicle 
can lose 
steam on 
moun- 
tain 


climbs and during highway pass- 
ing maneuvers. 

Fuel economy isn’t as high as 
expected. The five-door Aveo with 
manual transmission 
is rated 
at 27 


miles a gallon in city driving and 
35 mpg on the highway. 

Passengers readily hear the Aveo 
engine working, and road noise 
comes through, too. Passengers 
feel a lot of road bumps as they 
travel in the Aveo. Speed bumps 
at low speed can be jolting. 

But passengers can notice areas 
where it’s obvious the Aveo is 
a low-priced car. 

For example, the backs 
of the fold-down rear 
^ seats are bare black 
metal and can eas- 
ily be scratched 
when cargo is slid 
onto them.

The console area between the 
Aveo’s two front seats has storage 
for small items, but there’s no cover 
to keep the items from view. 

On the test Aveo, the 14 -inch 
tires were on wheels with basic 
plastic wheel covers. 

Still, cargo space is a maximum 
42 cubic feet with the rear seats fold- 
ed down. When the Aveo’s rear seats 
aren’t folded, there’s 7-2 cubic feet 
of cargo space behind them. 

Spokesman Joe Jacuzzi said 
Chevy looks to sell “about 55,000” 
Aveos this year, annm.job(ap)

Could you please give your opinion 
about taking care of the exterior of 
a car? I wash and dry my car sever- 
al times a year. In addition, I wax it 
twice a year. What type of products 
do you recommend for washing and 
waxing? Recently, I’ve heard about 
“claying” a car to “deep clean” the 
paint. Do you recommend this? 

What you’re doing would seem to 
be adequate. If you’re a real fanat- 
ic, the clay process gives a fantas- 
tic shine, but it’s more work than 
I would care to undertake. My 
cars get washed every week or two 
and get waxed two or three times 
a year with a quality product like 
Maguiar’s or Mothers. 

I recently switched from a car with 
antilock brakes to a car without 
them. The mechanic says I have 50 
percent left on my brake pads and 
that it’s OK to drive for now. When 
I brake, however, I have to press 


down hard. I’ve had a few close 
calls in traffic. I’m not sure if I need 
work done on my brakes or if I sim- 
ply need to get used to my non- 
antilock brakes. 

You need a second opinion on 
the brakes. ABS has no effect on 
braking except during extreme 
panic situations. Normal brak- 
ing should be the same as on a car 
with ABS. Sounds like you may have 
some brake problems. Either that or 
your new car has lousy brakes. 

I recently bought a 1997 Toyota 
Avalon XLS. The car is in great 
shape, including the clear coat 
paint, but I live in a home without 
a garage so the car is exposed to 
the elements (and the birds) 24/7. 
Would it be beneficial to get a car 
cover for the car? If so, can you 
recommend a good cover that won’t 
harm the finish? 

Car covers are beneficial — a 
royal pain but highly beneficial. 
You’re looking for a cover that 
breathes. These will usually be 
made of a paper substance and 
will usually have the word “evo- 
lution” in their name. Such as 
Evolution 3 or 4. Paper sounds bad, 
but it doesn’t damage the paint, it 
allows moisture to escape through 
the fabric and it wears better than 
cloth covers.

INSURANCE I It’s getting easier to 
total a car. An unintended side 
effect of the increasingly sophisti- 
cated design of cars is that they are 
often too expensive to fix after even 
relatively minor collisions. 

Most standard auto policies 
won’t pay to fix a car if the repairs 
cost more than its cash value. But 
the cost of repairs is soaring as vehi- 
cles come equipped with expensive 
features like Xenon headlamps that 
can cost $3,000 a pair, rear parking 
sensors and multiple air bags. 

“We’re moving closer and clos- 
er to the disposable vehicle,” says 
Dan Bailey of Carstar, a collision- 


repair chain. 

One way to protect yourself from 
high repair costs is to find out how 
much you will pay in collision insur- 
ance before you purchase a vehicle. 
Insurance premiums are calculat- 
ed by looking at vehicle loss histo- 
ry — that is, how often the vehicle 
is stolen and how much it costs to 
repair or replace it after an accident. 
(Check at Allstate.com.) 

The Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety offers “injury, 
collision and theft losses” by make 
and model for 2000-2002 cars on 
its Web site, iihs.org. The insti- 
tute’s bumper tests, which deter- 


mine how much costly damage 
occurs in minor fender-benders, 
also offer guidance. 

In the most-recent test, six 
midsize sedans fared poorly, with 
each averaging more than $500 in 
repairs after crashes at five miles 
per hour. The 2004 Chevrolet 
Malibu and the 2004 Acura TSX 
earned the group’s lowest rating, 
averaging more than $950 in dam- 
age. Mitsubishi Motors Corp.’s 
2004 Galant fared best, averag- 
ing $525 in repairs in each of four 
tests. Auto makers stress that the 
tests aren’t related to vehicle safety.

Have the intrigue, excitement, 
backroom deals and compromises 
permanently left the partisan con- 
vention? Or has it become merely a 
loose form of political liturgy? 

I like “loose form of political lit- 
urgy.” I think that’s really very accu- 
rate. It does have religious conno- 
tations — or at least spiritual ones 
— for many of the participants. Did 
you notice the delegates in the hall 
who were literally weeping during 
Clinton’s speech? Liturgical. 

There were deals, but they were 
made months ago. They produced 
the Kerry victory in Iowa, which, we 
can now say was the key event of the 
year on the Democratic side. 

President Carter’s speech seemed 
to be the most insightful of 
Monday’s speeches. Why wasn’t it 
covered by the three big networks? 

Let me say it straight out: The 
decisions of the three major net- 
works to broadcast only an hour 
of the convention on Monday, 
Wednesday and Thursday nights 
is a national embarrassment and 
a disgrace. There, I said it. 

Carter’s speech deserved a wide 
audience. How many ex-presidents 
do we have, for goodness’ sake? I’m 
sorry it wasn’t shown more widely, or 
written about more extensively. 

Will you feel the same when the 
networks only cover an hour a day 
of the Republican convention? 
There are more than enough ways 
people can get their convention fix.
